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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Preliminary Amendment 

1 . Applicant's Preliminary Amendments filed on July 30, 2006 have been entered. 
Claims 1-13 have been canceled. Claims 14-28 have been added. Claims 14-28 are 
pending in this application, with claim 14 being independent. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings. Figs. 1-3, are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings 
must show every feature of the Invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claimed 
steps or elements (not computer programs, which are not flowcharts) must be shown or 
the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement tliereof, may obtain a patent tlierefor, subject to tlie 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 14-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as not falling within one of the 
four statutory categories of invention. While the claims recite a series of steps or acts to 
be performed, a statutory "process" under 35 U.S.C. 101 must (1) be tied to particular 
machine, or (2) transform underlying subject matter (such as an article or material) to a 
different state or thing. See page 10 of In Re Bilski 88 USPQ2d 1385. The instant 
claims are neither positively tied to a particular machine that accomplishes the claimed 
method steps nor transform underlying subject matter, and therefore do not qualify as a 
statutory process. The method is broad enough that the claim could be completely 
performed mentally, verbally or without a machine nor is any transformation apparent.
